Five Killed 
When Plane 
Crashes Into 
Skyscraper 


New York, May 21 (Ab—A twin- 
engined army plane, groping blindly 
through a 400>foot overcast, crashed 
into the 58th floor of the 72-story 
Bank of Manhattan company build­ 
ing in the skyscraper-packed finan­ 
cial district 
last night, bringing 
death to all its occupants, a WAC 
lieutenant from Newtown, Pa,, and 
four army officers. 
The ship disintegrated in a Wind­ 
ing flash of flames after exploding 
against the rear of the Wall street 
building—the world's fourth highest 
—and sent showers of flaming debris 
hurling to the pavement. The build­ 
ing is 027 feet high. 
One 
witness said 
"the 
flames 
seemed to pour down from floor to 
floor ” The Ares, however, quickly 
were extinguished Police estimates 
put the number of persons in the 
building at the time of the accident 
at from 500 to 2JDOO The building 
has about 5,000 occupants during 
the day.

It was the second such accident 
for New York in lew than a year.

The Medical Society of Pennsyl­ 
vania lists these methods that par­ 
ents can use to help fight the spread 
of the disease: 
Warning On Water 
Avoid use of water that “is possibly I 
contaminated with sewage either 
for drinking, swimming or washing 
utensils." 
Avoid exhaustion from exertion or 
chilling. % 
Avoid Injury to the delicate lining 
of the nose and throat. 
Avoid unnecessary contact with 
other people: wash hands carefully 


In pm ct! cal terms a problem which 
Is often mysterious an ddlsastrous 
to flower growers and vegetable gar­ 
deners, even to the more experienced 
in these pursuits. It attempts to 
aaswrr the question—Do ants de­ 
stroy plants? 
Ants are not vegetarians, that Is, 
they prefer a diet of both ani­ 
mal and vegetable matter. Proof of 
their appetite for animal matter is 
observed by every housewife who 
leaves a bit of exposed animal fat 
in the pantry or kitchen where ant* 
are present. In the main, ant* do 
not feed on growing vegetation, al­ 
though they may occasionally tear 
off parts of leaves to carry to their 
nests for building purposes. Their 
preferred diet Is almost wholly ani­ 
mal In scope. 
"But they ruined my peonies last 
year,” a gardener rises 
to object. 
"There were hundreds of them feed­ 
ing on the leaves and buds until the 
plants weakened and died before the 
blooming stage." 
Here is where the ant dairying 
story comes in. 
{ .Several species of Ants protect 
aphids (plant lice) In their nests 
over winter and when warm weather 
; comes they carry the 
aphids to 
peonies or other ornamental or food 
plants. The sole purpose in this 
act Is to furnish the aphis a suitable 
feeding place—a pasture. There the 


as honeydew. In fact, the ant’s be­ 
havior is not unlike that of the far 
mer who takes his cow to a Ane 
pasture to graze and then utilizes 
her milk in return 
In the case of ant-lnfested peonies, 
the Insects are usually visiting the 
plants to feed on the honeydew, and 
when ants are seen running up and 
down the stalks it is quite accurate 
proof that plant lice are present. 
They may be a species of aphis 
which feed on the buds and leaves 
or root aphids 
Of course, the obvious responsi­ 
bility Is to get rid of the plant licet 
and invariably the ant problem Is 
thereafter soon settled. A 
prompt 
spray of nicotine sulphate Is the 
best remedy—I to I Hi teaspoonfuls 
in a gallon of water In which a I 
inch cube of laundry soap or two to 
three level tablespoonfuls of soap 
flakes has been dissolved It is nee es 
aary to coat the aplds liberally with 
the spray, as death is caused onl> 
by direct contact. 
If the species Is a root aphis the 
task is somew hat more difficult. To­ 
bacco dust (strictly fresh) should 
lightly Into the top soil 
and then watered gently Into the 
root level Both measures mav have 
to be" repeated to kill off aU the 
aphids. 
Ants may injure plants by exces­ 
sive aeration of the root soil when 
they build tvelr nests and burrows 
among the roots. And they often 
visit plants to oHaln tile ferment­ 
ing sap from bark abrasions aru! 
other wounds. Their presence on 
cabbage may indicate stalk or root 
rots. To exterminate outdoor ants, 
locate their nests and pour boiling

WORMS 
Home 
gardeners 
should clearly 
understand three important facts 
about the greedy cabbage worm— 
(I) Unless this peat Is early, and, 
fully~ 6 o n ti* n a r ~ * n r likely de- 
stroy the cabbage crop: Ct) It can 
be held completely .in check; and 
(3) lf proper combat measures are 
employed, such aa thoee explained 
below, 
all dangers

The well known green cabbage 
worm is the larva or Caterpillar of 
a white moth or butterfly or miller 
or millow, as it is variously called, 
having a wing spread of about two 
inches or slightly less and often seen ____ 
flying about the garden. The female 
moth deposits her eggs on cabbage 
leaves or other plant foliage in and 
near the garden. The grubs or larvae 
hatching from these eggs begin 
feeding soon on leaves of cabbage, 
broccoli, brussels sprouts or other 
related vegetables. There may be as 
many as Ave generations or broods 
of the cabbage worn in one season 
in this latitude.

All 
cabbage refuse—undeveloped heads, 
leaves, stalks and minor debit*— 
should be burned soon after t|ie 
harvest season The first worm ar­ 
rivals should be promptly killed in 
order to halt the propagation of later 
egg-laying moths. 
The belief that parsons who eat 
cabbage which have, been sprayed or j 
dusted with Insecticides suffer illness 
from the poisonous residue Is per­ 
haps wholly without foundation. | 
This Is better understood by observ- | 
ing how a head of cabbage grows. 
The head expands by formation of 
new leaves in the center at the stalk 
crowTi. The first and oldest leaves 
axe always pushed further out and 
by the time the head is ready to 
harvest and eat the first leaves are 
entirely separated from the head 
and are discarded. However, despite 
these obvious safety factors, growers 
are urged to pursue a program of 
worm control which will insure .even.! 
more safety. 
Worms should be combated during j 
the pre-head stage of growth by I 
dusting infested plants with a mix- J 
ture of I part (by weight) of cal- j 
clum arsenate in 5 parts fine hy- j 
drated lime. Then, after heads be- j 
gin to form, if worm combat is 
necessary, rotenone in dust or spray I 
form is recommended. Here is th e 1 
program: 
If cabbage worms appear any time 
before heads begin to form, dust the! 
plants at once with the recommend- j 
ed calcium arsenate-iime mixture, 
applying with. a knapsack or other 
power-type duster on large plant­ 
ings. A few plants in the home 
garden may be dusted freer; a tin 
can with a few nail holer punched 
in the bottom or better, from a glass 
Jar with holes punched in the metal 
lid. Dust Is superior to sprays on the 
velvety green surface of cabbofe 
foliage Dusting while the leaves are 
wet with dew Is recommended. 
If worms are kept killed off during 
early stages of cabbage growth, few 
may remain to attack the plant* 
after heads form But lf they do 
appear during the heading stage, 
combat them at once witn one of the 
commercial rotenone (derri&j dusts, 
mixed according to the manufac­ 
turer’s direction*. 
And in all cases, do not allow this 
enemy to damage or destroy the 
valuable cabbage crop 
Anything 
less than complete control la evi­ 
dence of carelessness and neglect on 
the grower s part
